case. When we come to look at the grounds alleged for 
the dicta (for they were nothing more) of the other two 
judges, we do not find anything very substantial, Lord 
Coleridge seems to have based his opinion on a specula- 
tion as to the presumed intention of the Legislature. 
The intention, he thought, was to remedy the hardship 
to the lodger in the circumstance that, while other voters 
having once claimed and got onto the register were not 
put to the trouble of claiming again, and unless ob- 
jected to were not obliged to appeat to support their 
rights, the lodger voter was compelled to stand évery 
year practically in the position of a fresh claimant. 
No doubt the Legislature intended to do this, but 
where is the proof that they intended to do this only ? 
The words they have used have a much more extensive 
literal meaning, Mr, Justice Denman thought it would 
be unreasonable to suppose that there should be given to 
lodgers claiming for the first time the privilege of ob- 
taining by a mere declaration that whichall other voters 
could only obtain by a more difficult process, It may 
be unreasonable, but we submit that the reasonableness 
or unreasonableness of legislative provisions is not 4 
matter for the judges, The only question should be, 
What has the Legislature said ? 





AssuMING THE GENUINENESS Of a letter which apps 
in a daily paper on Thursday, we think that Professor 
Piazzi Smyth has hitherto mistaken his vocation. Un- 
fortunately for the interests of this little. orb, he has 
hitherto confined his attention to the mightier worlds of 
the midnight sky, but having been induced to cast a 
glance around his fellow-creatures here, he has dis- 
covered an “honest, industrious community, who are 
taxed almost beyond endurance to support expensive 
law-courts, police-offices, prisons, gaolers, and finally to 
pay for the clothing and food of the able-bodied 
prisoner.” “Is there,’ he asks, “‘ any other mode of 
punishing such offences proportionately to their supposed 
wickedness, with due care to the health of the culprits 
and with any decided improvement as to public 
economy?” And he replies, “ Certainly there is. Dr. 
Tanner’s mode of fasting furnishes us with the identical 
arm which the law has so long been in want of, prompt, 
salubrious, and mentally improving — viz., 8 
from everything but cold water, for a period of one, 
two, or any number of days under forty. The thing can 
be put in force instantly and everywhere, and then 
behold the result! The present continually increasing 
expense of prisons to the community would be cut 
down to generally three days, in place of three years ; 
while the hitherto too well-fed vagabonds would be 
returned to society in a purer state of physical constifu- 
tion, and with a lively presentiment, enforced by Nature 
herself, that they must work honestly in future if they 
would eat.” This is indeed, as the professor remarks, 
“the Philosopher’s Stone.” It affords a cheap and 
thoroughly effectual way of extirpating crime, for the 
most hardened thief, if kept long enough under the _ 
procesa, will never thieve again. The only weak point 
in the system appears to be the absence of an: 
corresponding to hard labour in aggravated crimes, 
this might be supplied by a judicial direction to the 
gaoler to hold at the keyhole of the cell door, during 
certain specified hours, a savoury dish, the odour of 
which will pervade the cell. The nature of the dish 
should be varied in proportion to the seriousness of the 
crime and the tastes of the criminal, Offenders of the 
deepest dye should starve amid the fumes of roast goose, 
and Scottish criminals should suffer in the midst of an 


atmosphere of haggis. 





Tue RECENT ALARMS in Ireland have naturally led to 
the inquiry whether the Government intend to take any 
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extraordinary measures for the protection of life and 
property in that country, but it now seems to be under- 
stood that the ordinary powers of the law will. be relied 
on as sufficient. These powers do not appear to differ 
in substance from those in force in England, the Criminal 
Law Consolidation Acts of 1861 applying fof the most 
part to Ireland. The principal enactment applicable 
to the present state of things in Ireland would seem to 
be the 66th section of 24 & 25 Vict. c. 100, by which 
“ any constable or peace officer may take into custody 
without a warrant any person whom he shall find 
lying or loitering in any highway, yard, or 
other place during the night, and whom he shall have 
good cause to suspect of having committed or being 
about to commit any felony as in this Act mentioned ”— 
i.e., any of the felonious offences generally known as 
** offences against the person”. Should more severe 
measures be requisite, however, it would be necessary to 
summon Parliament for the purpose of either (1) reviving 
the Peace Preservation Acts, which were last continued 
in 1875, by 38 Vict. c. 14, until the 30th of June, 1880, 
when they were suffered to lapse ; or (2) suspending the 
Habeas Corpus Acts. There is a precedent for summoning 
Parliament before Christmas to deal with Irish troubles, 
for the first Peace Preservation Act (11 & 12 Vict. c. 2) 
received the Royal assent at the unusual date of 20th 
of December, 1847. That Act, as is well known, gives 
power to the Lord-Lieutenant to “ proclaim a district,” 
and makes it unlawful to carry arms in a proclaimed 
district. It did not prove sufficient for its purpose, 
however, being shortly afterwards followed by 
the Act 11 & 12 Vict. c. 35, which suspended 
the Habeas Corpus Act, a course afterwards again 
taken in 1866, by 29 Vict. c. 1, which sus- 
pended the Habeas Corpus Act from the 17th of 
February to the Ist of September, 1866. ‘We can find 
no precedent for Government suspending the Habeas 
Corpus Act and afterwards coming to Parliament 
for an indemnity. Such a course has been, once 
at least, taken in the case of the Bank Charter Act 
(see 21 & 22 Vict. c. 1), but, of course, the illegal issue 
of afew millions of paper money is a far less serious 
matter than the illegal imprisonment of the humblest 
individual amongst her Majesty’s subjects, ‘* without 
being brought to answer by due process of law.” 


Tae Mipiesex Recistry Orrice was called upon by 
the House of Commons last session for a return for each 
of the years 1878 and 1879 of the fees received by the 
registrars of Middlesex, the expenses of the office, and 
the net amount paid to the surviving registrar and to 
the Queen’s Remembrancer ; and of the name or names 
of the registrars, and number of days on which each 
of them attend at the registry; and in reply it has been 
stated that the “‘ fees received for the year 1878 were 
£14,657 0s. 5d., and the expenses £4,967 2s. 8d., and 
the fees received for the year 1879 were £15,381 4s., 
and the expenses, £5,204 7s. 2d., these amounts being 
divisible between the Crown and Lord Truro. The 
present registrars are the Right Hon. Lord Truro and 
the Queen’s Remembrancer, the latter of whom never 
attends to official duties at the registry. Lord Truro 
superintends the office and staff, and attends whenever 
his lordship’s services are required. The fees and emolu- 
ments of the office are divisible between the Queen's 
Remembrancer and Lord Truro, the Remembrancer's 
share being placed to the public account at Messrs. 
Hoare’s bank.” ‘The history of the fees charged is a 
curious one; surely without parallel in any similar 
office in any other country. Under the 7 Anne, c. 20, 

which the office was established, the registrars were

no more.” It appears, however, that these fees wey 
altered about the year 1768 ; as was stated in a retun 
to the House of Commons in 1862 “in pursuance of a 
arrangement between the then registrars and the public.” 
but without any authority whatever. The altered change 
was seven shillings for memorials not exceeding 5) 
words and sixpence for every 100 words above thy 
number. The Act evidently contemplated that’ th 
shilling search fee should be the whole sum chargeabh 
for searching in respect of any transaction, but by som 
mysterious means a separate search fee of a shilling fy 
each name searched for was introduced. And, as weal 
know, this fee was swollen after the preparation of th 
lexicographical index to two shillirgs and sixpence. The 
result of these little changes has been during the 
year to give to Lord Truro an income of over £5,000 fron 
his sinecure office. 





Tue Lorp Cuter Justice appears in the new issue of 
The Nineteenth Century as a writer on “ The Chase—its 
History and Laws.” -He states at the commencement 
his intention to be to pass in review the leading incident 
in the history of the chase, and the laws which haw 
regulated its exercise, or determined the extent to which 
property could be asserted or acquired in the wild ani

At the meeting of the Court of Common Council on th

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THE GROUND GAME ACT. 
II, 


Wa stated last week the effect of this measure (1) where 
right to kill and take hares and rabbits is in the 
occupier, and (2) where this right has been granted by 
the occupier to another person. We have now to con- 
sider the operation of the Act 
(8) Where the right to kill and take hares and rabbits 
jas been reserved to the landlord. If the land is let on 
lease for years, made before the 7th of September, 1880, 
the Act will not affect the rights of the landlord during 
the continuance of such lease, except by the general pro- 
hibitions contained in section 6 against killing hares and 
rabbits by firearms (between certain hours), spring traps, 


ot poison. 
If the land is let under a contract of tenancy from 
to year, made before the 7th of September, 1880, 
the Act will not affect the rights of the Jandlord (except 
by the prohibitions above mentioned) until after the time 
at which the tenancy would have ended if notice to quit 
had been given on the 7th of September, 1880 (section 
5). If the Agricultural Holdings Act has been excluded, 
this time will be the end of the current year of the 
tenancy, expiring not less than one half-year after the 
ith of September—e.g., in the ordinary case of a Lady- 
day tenancy the rights of the landlord will be unaffected 
until after the 25th of March, 1881. 

If the land is let on a tenancy at will (section 5), 
since this tenancy may be determined at once by mere 
demand of possession, it would seem that the Act will 
operate from the 7th of September, 1880. 

We come now to the nature of the rights which are 
given to the occupier. We shall have occasion to 
observe on the absence of a definition of this term, but it 
is provided (section 1 (2)) that a person shall not be 
deemed to be an occupier of land by reason of his having 
aright of common over such land, or by reason of an 
occupation for the purpose of grazing, or pasturage of 
sheep, cattle, or horses for not exceeding nine months. 
The Act confers on the occupier an inalienable right (sec- 
tion 3), subject to certain restrictions, by himself and 
certain other persons authorized by him in writing, to 
kill and take hares and rabbits on the land in his occu- 
pation, coucurrently with the landlord or any other 
person who may be entitled to kill and take hares and 
tabbits on the same land (section 1). The occupier and 
the persons authorized by him are relieved, for the 
purpose of exercising their rights under the Act, from 
the necessity of taking out a licence to kill game, and 
the ocsupier is enabled to sell the hares and rabbits 
killed by himself or the persons authorized by him as if 


~ he had a licence to kill game; but both he and persons 


authorized by him must take out a gun licence (section 


The restrictions imposed by the Act relate (1) to the 
Persons who may be authorized by the occupier, and (2) 
to the mode and time of killing. 

(1) The occupier can only authorize members of his 
household resident on the land, persons in his ordinary 
service on such land, and one other person bond fide 
tionemployed by him for reward in the taking and destruc- 
of hares and rabbits (section 1 (1) (b) ). For the purpose 
of killing hares and rabbits with firearms, the occupier 
an only authorize one of these persons (Jd. (1) (a.)), but 
he may authorize any number of them to kill and take 
hares and rabbits in any other mode not prohibited by 
tection 6, Every person authorized by the occupier 
must produce his written. authority on demand by any 
person having a concurrent right to take and kill rabbits 
and hares on the land, or any person authorized by him 
ih writing to make such demand ; and in default of pro- 
duction the person holding the occupier’s authority is to 
be deemed an unauthorized person. 

Neither the occupier nor any one else can employ 
to kill hares and rabbits between the end of the 
hour after sunset and the commencement of the last 





hour before sunrise, or employ spring traps except in 


rabbit holes, or employ poison (section 6). In the case 
of moorlands and uninclosed lands (not being arable 
lands, and not being detached portions adjoining arable 
lands, and less than twenty-five acres), the rights conferred 
by the Act on the occupier and persons authorized by him 
can only be exercised between the 11th of December and 
the 3lst of March, both inclusive (section 1 (3)). 

Proceeding now to our examination of the Act, section 
by section, the first point to be noticed in section 1 
is the absence of any definition of ‘‘ occupier.” The 
term used in the Hare Act is ‘‘ actual occupier,” and 
the use of that phrase in the present Act would certainly 
have tended to remove a good deal of difficulty. Who 
is to be deemed the “ occupier” where a farm is carried 
on by trustees or executors, in pursuance of the provisions 
of a will, by means of a bailiff who lives at the farm- 
house? Occupying land does not mean living upon it, 
and residence at the farm-house is nowhere required to 
constitute an “occupier” (although. members of the 
occupier’s ‘household resident on the land in his 
occupation ” are mentioned among the persons who may 
be authorized by him), and it appears to us that in the 
case supposed each of the trustees or executors would 
be deemed to be an “occupier” within the Act. Where 
a farm is carried on by two or more persons in partner- 
ship, each would, apparently, under the Act, be entitled 
to kill and take hares and rabbits. In such a case too 
the authority in writing must be a joint one, although 
no doubt one partner might be taken to act as agent for 
the other upon very slight evidence. 

The authority in writing is not expressly required 
to be signed; and, notwithstanding the decision of 
Jessel, M.R., in Pooley v. Driver (25 W. R. 162, L. BR. 
5 Ch. D. 458), that a “contract in writing” under 
Bovill’s Act means ‘“‘a signed contract in writing,” it 
may be doubted whether, under the Ground Game Act, 
signature to the “ authority in writing” will be neces- 
sary. A form of authority is given in the schedule to 
the Hare Act (11 & 12 Vict. c. 29), as follows :— 

‘*], A. B., do authorize C. D. to kill [ground game] on 
the lands occupied by me within the [here i name of 
parish or other place]. Dated the of we 

Upon the provision of sub-section (1) (a) that “the 
occupier himself and one other person authorized in 
writing by such occupier shall be the only persons 
entitled under this Act to kill ground game with fre- 
arms,” the words “‘ under this Act” will, of course, be 
observed, and it may be pointed out that the last words 
of the clause do not exclude air-guns, which, in the 
Gun Licence Act, 1870, are expressly distinguished 
from firearms. 

Section 3, which provides that 

“Every agreement, condition, or arrangement which 
purports to divest or alienate the right of the cooupier as 
declared, given, and reserved to him by this Act, ar which 
gives to such occupier any advantage in consideration of 
his forbearing to exercise such right, or imposes upon him 
any disadvantage in consequence of hie exercising such 
right, shall be void,” 
must be taken to mean “ void so far as regards the divest-_ 
ing or alienating or preventing the exercise of the right 
of the occupier ” (see Gaskell v. King, 11 East. 165, and 
the other decisions on the somewhat similar clause in 
the Property Tax Acts). For instance, a lease which 
reserves the right to kill hares and rabbits to the land-~ 
lord will only be void so far as it excludes the concur. 
rent right of the occupier. It will, of course, be neces- 
sary to reserve this right if it is desired that the land- 
lord shall have a concurrent right to kill hares and 
rabbits, 

With regard to the provision in section 4 that “ no- 
thing in this Act contained shall exempt any 
from the provisions of the Gun Licence Act, 1 it 
will be remembered that under section 6 of that = 
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is open to the inspection of any person licensed under 

the Act, 

oe 5, dealing with existing contracts, provides

“ Where at the date of the passing of this Act the right 
to kill and take ground game on any land is vested by lease, 
contract of tenancy, or other contract bond fide and for valu- 
able consideration, in some person other than the occupier, 
the occupier shall not be entitled under this Act, until the 
determination of that contract, to kill and tako ground game 
on such land.” 


Here it is curious to remark that the general word 
** contract” — not ‘‘lease or contract”—is used in 
the phrase “determination of that contract.’’ In the 
case of a lease containing an option to the tenant to 
determine it by notice, a determination by such notice 
would seem to be within the Act, and “ determination ” 
will, no doubt, include “ determination” by forfeiture, 
surrender, or any other mode. 

With regard to tenancies from year to year the words 
of the section are :— 


**¥or the purposes of this Aot, a tenancy from year to 
year, or a tenancy at will, shall be deemed to determine at 
the time when such tenancy would by law become deter- 
minable if notice or warning to determine the same were 
given at the date of the passing of this Act.” 


The effect of this provision has been already explained, 
but attention should be drawn to the words ‘‘by Jaw.” 
The effect of these words appears to be that if the 
parties to a contract of tenancy from year to year have 
agreed upon a shorter period of notice to quit than that 
provided by implication of law or statutory provision, 
the right of the occupier will not accrue upon the de- 
termination of such tenancy, but only at the time at 
which, if no such agreement as to the notice to quit 
had been made, the tenancy would have determined (see 
so v. Calvert, 26 W. R. 829, L. R. 3 0. P. D. 

The only remaining section we have to notice is the 
10th, by which “nothing in this Act shall authorize the 
killing or taking of ground game on any days or seasons, 
or by any methods prohibited by any Act of Parliament 
in force at the time of the passing of this Act.” The 
close days are clearly Sunday and Christmas-day for the 
killing of hares (not rabbits), on which days a penalty is 
imposed by 1 & 2 Will. 4, c. 32, s. 32; but we 
have searched the Statute-book ian vain for a close 
** season ” for either hares or rabbits, and the “ method ” 
of taking hares by poison, which is the only prohibited 
method under the same statute, is also prohibited by sec- 
tion 6 of the Ground Game Act itself. 





CHARGING A TRUSTEE OR EXECUTOR WITH 
INTEREST. 


IV. 


‘We now approach the most obscure part of our subject, 
and have to consider the circumstances under which a 
trustee or executor will be charged with compound 
interest. A series of decisions of the House of Lords 
has thrown great doubt on the principles on which the 
court will act, Thus in Stacpoole v. Stacpoole (4 Dow. 
209), it is stated in the report that an administrator was 
charged by the order of the House of Lords with “‘ the full 
legal rate of interest on the sum remaining undistributed, 
+ + » making annual rests in the accounts aad 
charging interest on the annual balances” (p, 230), 
There were, apparently, no special circumstances in this 
case beyond the retention of the assets by the adminis- 
trator. In Willson v. Carmichael (2 Dow. & O, 51, 58, 
an Irish appeal) a similar doctrine seems to have been 
laid down. An executor had kept balances in his hands. 
The report does not disclose any other circumstances, 
but Lord Lyndhurst in delivering judgment “The

charging interest which has been laid down in th 
recent decisions of the Court of Appeal in Chan 
cery, but also to the decision of Lord Eldon it 
Piety v. Stace (4 Ves. 620), where the court, notwith- 
standing that the executor had committed gross breacht 
of trust, refused to charge him with annual rests. Thi 
order which was made in Court v. Robarts charged te 
trustee who had employed the trust funds in his om 
trade with simple interest at five per cent., on the ground, 
as Lord Brougham explained (see p. 93), that four pr 
cent. interest with half-yearly rests, “would ha 
brought the rate of interest up to about five per cath 
without rests.” Notwithstanding Sir T. Plumer’s 
in Crackelt v. Bethune (1 Jac. & W. 586), it may} 
said to be now quite clearly settled that interest at fit, 
and not four, per cent. will be charged where the trusttt 
has employed the trust money in trade. All that cant 
said of the decisions of the House of Lords to which ® 
have referred is that they appear to have been dist 
garded in subsequent cases; and we shall leave that 
out of account in stating the result of these cases. 
The circumstances under which a trustee or exectlt 
has been charged with compound interest are as 
lows :— : 
(1) Where he has employed the trust moneys in tag 
Jor his own benefit and without authority. In this cam 
the court presumes that his accounts have been taken! 
the ordinary way in which commercial accounts @ 
taken—viz., with £5 per cent. interest, made up annt 
and therefore with rests, (Penny v. Avison, 3 Jut 3 
8.62; Jones v. Fowall, 15 Beay., at p. 392; William’® 
Powell, Ib, 461 ; Burdick v. Garrick, 18 W. R. 387; bee 
5 Ch., at p. 241). Thus, in Walker v. Woodwarat 
Russ. 107), an administrator admitted that he had came 
on the business of a farm with stock belonging to thea 
sets of the intestate and that he had made a profi 
stated that, not having kept any accounts and 


But Stacpoole v. Stacpoole hay ’ 
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blended the transactions of the farm with his other con- 
he could not set forth the amount of his profits. 
It was ordered that in taking the accounts against him an- 
nual rests should be made and interest should be calcu - 
lated at five per cent. upon those annual rests (see 
Attorney General. v. Solly, 2 Sim. 518, where it was 
alleged in argument that the order for making 
annual rests in this case was obtained by sur- 
e). On the other hend, it is to be ob- 
served that in Ashburnham v. Thompson(13 Ves. 402: 
see a statement of the case from an original note in 
1 Mad. 303), where executors kept a balance in their 
hands for twenty years and employed it for their own 
advantage, although it was urged (see 1 Mad. 303) that, 
as the executors had made compound interest, they ought 
to be charged with it, the Master of the Rolls refused to 
doso. And in Attorney-General v. Solly (2 Sim. 518), 
where the trustee had employed the trust money in 
carrying on his trade, Sir L. Shadwell declined to order 
yearly rests to be made. Recent decisions, however, have 
clearly recognized the liability of the trustee to be 
charged with compound interest in all cases where the 
trust funds have been engaged in a trade in which com- 
interest is ordinarily made upon the money em- 
ployed in it. (See Burdick v. Garrick, 18 W. R. 387; 
L. R. 5 Ch. 233; Vyse v. Foster, 21 W. R. 207 L. R. 8 
Ch. 309, 337). 

The rule, as already explained, has been based in the 
recent cases upon the presumption that the trustee or 
executor has made compound interest on the trust money 
which he has embarked in trade. Where the trade in 
which the money has been employed is one in 
which compound interest is not made, and in which 
rests would not be made in making up the ac- 
counts, the trustee will not be charged with compound 
interest (Burdick v. Garrick, 18 W. R. 387, L. R. 5 Ch. 
233, 242), Thus it was said by Lord Hatherley in the 
last-mertioned case that ‘‘there is nothing like com- 
pound interest obtained on the money employed by a 
solicitor. On the contrary, he is out of pocket fora 
considerable period by those moneys which he expends, 
and upon which he receives no interest for, possibly, three 
or four years”’; hence the court refused to charge with 
compound interest a fiduciary who had employed money 
oe which he had been intrusted in the business of a 

tor. 


(2) Compound interest will also be charged against a 
trustee or executor who, notwithstanding an express 
ttust or direction in the trust instrument, to accumulate 
the income (or surplus income: Knott v. Cottee, 16 Beav. 
77) of the trust funds, keeps them in hand, without en- 
deavouring to invest them so as to fulfil the trust 
oe hael y. Boehm, 11 Ves. 92,13 Ves. 407 ;. Wilson v. 

3 Jur. N. 8. 155 ; Jones v. Fowall, 15 Beav. 388; 
see also the observations of Lord Selborne in Vyse v. 
Foster, 23 W. R. 355, L. R. 7 H. L., at p. 346; but see 
Dornton vy. Dornton (13 Ves. 402), where, although the 
will contained a direction to accumulate (see 1 Mad. 
801), compound interest was not ordered). The trustee 
or executor will be considered as having lent the trust 
money to himself upon the terms upon which he could 
haye lent it to others, and as often as he ought to have 
lent it (Raphael v. Boehm, 11 Ves., at p. 107); hence 
the account will be taken against him with rests. 

(3) It would also seem that, although the trust in- 
strument contains no express trust or direction to accu- 
mulate the interest, yet if, under the circumstances of 
the case (¢.g., the cestui que trust being an infant main- 
tained by his father), the interest upon the investments 
of the trust fund improperly retained ought to have 
been invested from time to time, tho trustee or 
executor will be charged with compound interest 

Walrond v. Walrond, 29 Beav. 586: see the observa- 

Sin Jones v. Fowall, 15 Beay., at pp. 393, 394; also 

ne remarks of Lord Selborne in Vyse v. Foster, 21 W. 
R, 297, L. R. 8 Oh., at 346), 

In Raphael v. Boehm half-yearly rests were ordered to 





be made ; thus, as Sir T. Plumer said (1 Mad., at p. 300), 
giving double compound interest. Lord Eldon doubted 
(see 11 Ves. 111) whether this had ever been done 
before, and we cannot find that it has been done since 
except in Burdick v. Garrick, where ‘Vice-Chancellor 
Stuart decreed an account to be taken with half-yearly 
rests (see 18 W. R. 387, L. RB. 5 Ch. 233); but on 
appeal the direction as to charging compound interest was 
struck out, and in subsequent cases in which compound 
interest has been charged against a trustee or executor 
yearly rests have been ordered. As Lord Brougham 
said in Docker v. Somes (2 My. & K., at p. 663), “all the 
judges who have mentioned the decree in Raphael v. 
Boehm have considered it as severe”; but it would seem 
on principle that where half-yearly rests are made in the 
trade in which trust money has been employed, the 
trustee will be charged with half-yearly rests. 

The effect of a direction that yearly rests shall be 
made was explained in Heighington v. Grant (5 My. & 
Cr. 258, 266). The interest will be calculated upon each 
of the sums received and retained by the trustee or 
executor from the time it is received up to the end of 
the current year, as the case may be; then the amount 
of such interest will be added to the principal; and from 
that time interest will be calculated on the sum so made 
up of principal and interest, the same process being 
repeated at the end of each subsequent year. 

Where a trustee has acted so as to incur the liability 
to interest, and has become bankrupt, the court will 
decree interest against his estate (Morris v. De Bernales, 
1 Russ. 301, 305; Dornford v. Dornford, 12 Ves. 127). 

It is immaterial whether the sum which the trustee 
or executor has wrongfully retained is the capital of 
the trust funds or accumulated interest thereon. In 
the latter case the claim for interest on the sum im- 
properly retained is made, not on account of the arrears 
of income, butfor the improper keeping back of a sum, 
from whatever source derived, which the trustee or exe- 
cutor ought to have paid over (Blogg v. Johnson, 15 
W. R. 626, L. R. 2 Ch. 225: see Hollingsworth vy. 
Shakeshaft, 14 Beav. 492, 498). 

Interest will be given by the court, although it may 
not be asked for by the pleadings (Goodyere v. Lake, 
Amb. 584; Turner v. Turner, 1 J. & W. 39; Pearse 
v. Green, 1 J. & W. 1385; Woodhead v. Marriott, C. 
P. Cooper 62; Melland v. Gray, 2 Coll. 295; Hollings. 
worth v. Shakeshaft, 14 Beav. 492, 498) ; and interest 
will be given upon further directions, although the ques- 
tion was not reserved at the hearing (Hollingsworth v. 
Shakeshaft, 14 Beav., at p. 497 ; Johnsonv. Prendergast, 
28 Beav. 480).

ARTIZANS’ DWELLINGS.., 


42 Vior. c. 8.—Anrtizans’ anp Lazourzrs’ Dwetitnes 
Acr, 1879, Amenpmenr Act, 1880. 


This little Act need alarm no one. It merely reads 
out of the recited Act words which had been inserted 
therein by mistake. The words swept out of the statute- 
book are these, ‘‘in the form set forth in the third 
schedule hereto.” The form in question was a form of 
mortgage of labourers’ dwellings to the Public Works 
Loans Commissioners. Such commissioners may still 
advance the money, but must get their mortgages 
drawn in the usual manuer. The section apparently 
could not have been worked without the amending Act. 
The statutory amendment of statutory clerical errors is 
not at all infrequent, but the only instance we can call 
to mind of a clerical error having a whole Act of Par- 
liament to itself is the filling up of a blank in 1 Vict. 
c. 23, s. 7, by 1 & 2 Vict. c. 29. The former Act 
allowed an incumbent to sell an inconvenient parsonage 
and land contiguous not exceeding — acres. The later 
one directed that the word “‘twelve” should be inserted 
between “ exceeding” and “ acres.’’ 


PROBATE DUTY. 


42 Vicr. c, 14.—Tue Customs anp Intanp Revenve 
Act, 1880. 


The provisions of part 3, sections 9—13, were ex- 
plained in our columns at the time of the passing of the 
Act; and it is only necessary to add here that section 11 
extends the provisions of section 41 of 16 & 17 Vict. c. 
51, enabling the commissioners to commute future 
succession duty. The former provision required the 
application to be made by the person entitled to the 
succession in expectancy ; the new provision enables the 
application to be made by the executor or trustee or 
other person who would be accountable for the duty in 
respect of the expectancy if it were then in possession. 
The former provision had reference to succession duty 
only; the new one enables the commissioners to com- 
mute any legacy duty or succession duty presumptively 
payable in respect of any interest in expectancy upon the 
determination of a life, or other temporary, interest in 
possession in a legacy, or residue, or in personal property 
comprised in a succession. 

Section 12 enables executors, administrators, and 
trustees to relieve themselves from their liability to 
legacy or succession duty (under 36 Geo. 3, c. 52, s. 6, 
and 16 & 17 Vict. c. 51, e. 44) in respect of any funds in 
their hands which they intend to distribute, on delivering 
to the commissioners notice in writing for any claim to 
the duty, and furnishing them with all particulars which 
they may require, and satisfying any claims to duty 
made by the commissioners. The personal representa- 
tive or trustee will, thereupon, obtain a certificate of dis- 
charge from the commissioners, but the liability of the 
persons beneficially interested will remain unaffected.

InaBILI1y TO DO Act ORDERED-—RELEASE—DISCRETION oF 


JupeE.—In a case of Pooley v. Whetham, before the Vaca. 


tion Judgeon the 29th ult., a motion was made to dis 

the plaintiff from custody under the following ciroum. 
stances :—An order was made in September, 1879, for the 
plaintiff's committal for contempt in not obeying an order 
for the delivery by him of a railway in Jersey to the 
receiver in the action. The plaintiff evaded the order 
going abroad, and has not given up possession of the 
way to the present time. After the order for his com- 
mittal the plaintiff was adjadicated a bankrupt, and his 
trustee recently obtained a request in the nature of a writ 
of assistance to the Jersey court to enable him t 
obtain possession of the railway. Ia June last the 
plaintiff was arrested in France under the Extradition Act 
for certain offences against the Bankruptcy Act, and wag 
examined before a magistrate in London on these charges, 
and was acquitted. On going out of court he was arrested 


under an order of Bacon, V.C., and committed to Holle 


way Gaol for his contempt in not obeying the order of 
September, 1879. The plaintiff moved for his di 
before the Vice-Chancellor and also the Court of Appeal, on 
the ground that his arrest was an evasion of the Extradi- 
tion Act, under which a person can only be committed for 
the one offence for which he is extradited ; and also on the 
ground that the extradition was obtained by collusion and 
for the real purpose of attaching the plaintiff. The Court 
of Appeal, however, refused to release the plaintiff on either 
of the above grounds, and he accordingly remained in prison, 
The present application was based on the statute, 11 Geo, 
4, and 1 Will 4, c. 36, s. 15, which gives the court a discre- 
tion to discharge a prisoner for contempt, and on the ground 
that by reason of the bankruptcy the plaintiff could not 
now do anything further to give possession of the railway 
to the receiver, and that he should not be kept in prison for 
an indefinite time. It was also urged that he been in 
prison now three months, was in failing health, and was sixty: 
eight years of age, and, therefore, that the court should exer. 
cise its discretion in his favour. Lusn, J., after some 
discussion, said that the object of the committal was to 
compel obedience to the order of the court, and, therefore, if 
be saw that the plaintiff could do nothing farther 
towards giving up possession of the railway to the receiver 
he should discharge him. As, however, this fact did not ap 

pear on the affidavits of either party, he should direct the, 
motion to stand over to the 7th proximo, when he would dit

MR. WILLIAM BURT WHITMARSH. 


Mr. William Burt Whitmarsh, solicitor, coroner for 
North Wiltshire, died at the Hawthorns, Chippenham, on 
the20th ult. at the age of seventy- nine, from apoplexy. Mr, 
Whitmarsh was the son of Mr. William Dyke Whitmarsh, 
of Salisbury. He was born in 1801, and was admitted a 
solicitor in 1824. He originally practised at Wilton, but 
subsequently removed to Chippenham, where he spent the 
temainder.of his professional life. Fifty-three years ago he 
succeeded his father in the office of coroner for Wiltshire, 
and since the division of the districts he had acted for the 
Northern Division of the county.
